representative government. If we are to take the 
right. of suffrage seriously, if we are to have any 
sincere respect for representative government and 


for democracy, the vote of one citizen should have 


as much weight as that of another. He should 
have the same measure of representation as any 
of his fellow citizens, no less and no more. 

Yet this simple principle is not effective in either 
the United States or Canada, although they hold 
themselves forth to the world as working examples 
of democratic representative self-government. The 
air is full of protests in this-country against dis- 
respect for the law and nullification of the consti- 
tution. Yet there is no statute or mandate of the 
constitution more fundamental than equal repre- 

‘sentation. In Illinois there. is persistent nullifica- 
tion of the, constitutional mandate of periodical 
apportionment of representation and there is no 
equality of representation. In many other states 
@ stmilar condition prevaiis and has existed for 
years. In the federal government there is also 
failure to obey the constitutional requirement to 
apportion representation according to population. 

At present this situation is favorable to the 
country districts, and it is defended by much soph- 
istry. But it is not a situation which ought to 
or ean continue, because it is a repudiation of 
the foundation principle of our representative 
government, which is equality of politica] right and 
privilege. It can be defended only on the ground 
that a citizen living in a country district is superior 
in character and civic intelligence to one who lives 
in the city. That is a principle of aristocracy, not 
of democracy, and it requires better support in 
fact and reason than it has. In due time the dis- 


and adjust the political problems incident to build- 
ing them. Chicago has been unable to do either. 
Oddly enough, there is probably no city in the 
world in which the engineering problems involved 


as desperate a battle as ever was waged in the halls 
of congress, lost his personal popularity. 

He was, therefore, a character quite unique in’the 
legislative annals of the country, and manifestly we 
“ne’er shall look upon his like again.” Perhaps we 
do not want to—but even at the height of his power, 
which so many deemed baleful, there was a good 
deal to be said for his position.

Under the operation of the constitution, which gives 
to the sepate great patronage and power through its 
right to pass upon the President's appointments, the 
senate had been steadily aggrandized, until it had 
threatened almost the extinction of the popular 
branch of congress. The extraordinary powers of 
the speakership certainly tended to redress the bal- 
ance between the two houses. The speaker appointed

He held a 
check on all debates, for if he did not “ recognize” 
a member that member could not get-a hearing. He 
faced the President and the senate with an amount 
of power in his hands which made not only himself 
but the house a formidable force. Thomas B. Reed, 
and Joseph G. Cannon, after him, became one of a 
government triumvirate—the others being the Presi- 
dent and the leader of the majority in the senate— 
that governed the country. At last, chafing under 
the severe rule, in 1910 the house withdrew this 
power from the speaker. And we do not think 
any one will deny that from that moment the author- 
ity and influence of the house of representatives have 
steadily declined.
